Iran Replies 
To Truman 
On Oil Issue 


Gratly Handed Note, 
But Its Contents 
Still Remain Secret 


TEHERAN, June 11 Iff)—Iran to- 


day replied to President Truman's 
appeal to this country for modera- 
tion and negotiation in Iran's oil 
nationalization program. 


U.S. Ambassador Henry F. Gra- 


dy was summoned to the office of 
Foreign Minister Bagher Kazemi 
to receive the reply, the contents 
of which were not disclosed im- 
mediately. The cabinet is reported 
to have drafted the reply in a ses- 
sion last night 


Truman 
had 
expressed "the 


strongest anxiety" over Iran's oil 
crisis and had urged negotiation 
with the British in a personal note 
to Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
June 1. 


New British-Iranian talks 
are 


about to get under way, but there 
is no clear indication whether a 
decisive step is impending on the 
take-over of the billion-dollar oil 
industry or whether the talks wil 
represent marking time by th 
Iranian government. 


With British negotiators due her* 


today to start high-level discus 
sions, a 12-man Iranian govern 
ment group is to meet in Abadan 
site of the world's largest refinery 
to discuss the take-over with loca 
officials of the British-owned Anglo- 
Iraruan Oil Co. 


The oil company's resident Bri 


tish manager in Abadan, A.E.C 
Drake, said he will give Iran's 
delegation housing and o f f i c e 
space. But should the Iranians de 
mand the keys to the company's 
offices and its refinery, a serious 
crisis might result. 


Iranian officials here .said refin 


, «ry workers have declared if the 


refinery's British managers prove 
stubborn, the employees will take 
matters into their own hands. 


If Iran succeeds in taking over 


as called for in its 42-day-old na 
tionalization law, it will have to 
meet a pay roll of 80,000, 12,000 
of whom work at the Abadan re 
finery. Until the company ceased 
paying oil royalties after passage 
of the act, it supplied about one 
fifth of the government's revenues 
It produces about 400 million dol 
lars worth of crude oil a year 


From near-by Bahrein Island in 


the Persian Gulf, where American 
interests have the oil concessions 
came a newspaper report of anti 
British rioting. It said natives were 
protesting the presence of a British 
adviser to the ruling sheik. Ardeiv 
Iranian nationalists have been urg 
ing Iran to press old claims *o 
the island, take it over and nation 
alize the oil.

The First Law

closes its observance honoring the world's oldest 
written law, and the foundation of modern law.

In Jewish tradi- 


tion, it commemorates the day when Moses re- 
ceived the Ten Commandments on Mt. Sinai. 
Even earlier it had been the festival of the grain 
harvest. 


Until Moses ascended into the mountain and, 


according to Bible accounts, received the law on 
tablets of stone, the world had been without any 
formal rules of conduct. 


This marks the beginning of law. Many of the 


Ten Commandments are m the written law of all 
orderly nations. The others are observed by peo- 
ple of good intent everywhere. 


The law of Sinai still is the world's finest course 


of conduct after many thousands of years. This 
earth would be a better place if all people, like 
the Jews, would set apart a season to remember 
these laws, and recommit their lives to their ob- 
servance. 


Our Oldest Industry 


This in Dairy Month, and we pause s minute to 


reflect on the meaning of one of the world's oldest 
industries and one of the largest. 


Milk is one of the world's oldest foods. It has 


undergone refinements in handling, but it still is 
essentially the same food which ancestors of the 
human race drank back in the days of antiquity. 
When Moses spoke of a 'Tand flowing with milk 
and honey", he was talking about the same kind 
of milk today's >oungsters drink. 


Dairying is the largest completely local industry. 


It is unique in that the product it markets did not 
pxist 24 hours earlier. Modern processing, trans- 
portation and refrigeration have made it possible 
for every family to have good milk on its doorstep 
pvery day. Youngsters who never saw a cow 
drink safer milk than those who took it straight 
from the cow in an earlier generation.

D e a n Acheson's testimony on 


China was in many respects re- 
vealing. 


While his recitation of Chinese 


history for the period under dis- 
cussion was, in the main, correct 
as to dates, names and places, he 
did not provide evidence of an un- 
derstanding of the spirit of the 
Chinese people. 


His testimony, however, makes 


startling omissions, perhaps be- 
cause he is a lawyer who writes 
his brief *o conform to the neces- 
sities of his case. 


For 
instance, Acheson 
notes 


that by 1945 the Chinese national- 
ists' will to fight had degenerated 
seriously. All this is true but not 
the whole truth. Let us put it 
chronologically: 


1 —From 1926 to this very day, 


Nationalist China has been at war 
with the Chinese Communists. 


2. — From Sept. 19, 1921, until 


Aug. 
14, 1945, (V-J Day), Nation- 


alist China was at war with Ja- 
pan. 


3, —' The United States entered 


that war Dec. 8, 1941; Soviet Rus- 
sia entered that war Aug 8, 1945. 
Therefore, Nationalist China was 
at war with Japan, alone and un- 
aided, for more than 10 years be- 
fore we joined that country as an 
ally and fought for almost four 
years alongside us, and for six 
years 
against 
the Communists 


since then. 


IS THERE any wonder that Na- 


tionalist China was tired, that its 
armies had suffered war fatigue, 
that its people wanted peace at 
any price? 


Acheson omitted this chronology 


from his statement and, therefore) 
his statement lacks coheience. One 
might ask why, if the Chinese 
fought Japan for 14 years, did they 
stop fighting the Russians? The an- 
swer could be that they were worn 
out. 
That, of course, was the an- 


swer. 


Again, Acheson states: 
"The 
Yalta 
agreements 
were 


made in the very early part of 
1945. 
Later on, in August of 1945, 


treaties were signed between the 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
government 


and the Soviet Union, which grew 
out of and were based upon these 
Yalta agreements." 


He omitted to say that it was 


the president of the United States 
who pressed China, then a coun- 
try dependent upon us, to accept 
the Russian treaty to which Ache- 
son refers. In fact, the Yalta agree- 
ment, signed by Stalin, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Winston Church- 
ill, stipulates: 


"It is understood that the agree- 


ment concerning Outer Mongolia

and the ports and railroads re- 
ferred to above will require con- 
currence of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. The president will take 
measures in order to obtain this 
concurrence on advice from Mar- 
shal Stalin. 


"The heads -of the thaee great 


powers 
have agreed that these 


claims of the Soviet Union shall 
be unquestionably fulfilled 
after 


Japan has been defeated. 


"For its part the Soviet Union 


expresses its readiness to conclude 
with the national government of 
China a pact of friendship and al- 
liance between the U.S S.R. a n d 
China in order to render assistance 
to €hina with its armed forces for 
the parpose of liberating China 
from the Japanese yoke." 


I WISH to repeat, for emphasis, 


this one sentence: 


The president will take meas- 


ures in order to obtain this con- 
currence on advice from Marshal 
Stalin." 


Chiang Kai-shek was in no posi- 


tion at that time, or at any time, 
to flout Franklin D, Roosevelt. 
The most he could do was to hope 
that after his country had fought 
so gallantly against Japan 
it 


would no* be thrown as a bone to 
Stalin. 


It is s little difficult to under- 


stand Acheson's omission of these 
facts. He knows all about them. 
»and he should have included them 
| in the evidence. 


In another place, Acheson said: 
"The Russians took the same at- 


titude toward these rights that the 
Chinese took toward their rights 
in Formosa. 


"The Russians had lost theirs to 


the Japanese by war in 1904; the 
Chinese had lost theirs to the Jap- 
anese by war m 1895. 


"Russia made its claim for those 


rights and the claims were granted 
at this meeting at Yalta." 


Now there is a long history con- 


nected with the Russo - Japanese 
War of 1904, settled by the Treaty 
of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, in 
1905. 
Acheson speaks as though 


j Manchuria, the cities of Port Ar- 


thur and Dairen and the Chinese 
Eastern Railroad were Russian. 
They were Chinese. 


Russia stole them from China, 


as a result of the Sino-Japanese 
War, 
in 1896 by corruption, bribery 


and the worst kind of imperialist 
chicanery. It was one reason for 
America's issuance of John Hay's 
"open door policy" (1899) and for 
the formation of the Anglo-Japa- 
nese Alliance (1902). 


In a word, by careful omission 


of essential facts, Acheson twists 
history to serve his own purposes. 


Hospital Aid For Aged 


President Truman, defeated soundly In his ef- 


fort* to have Congress adopt a socialized medicine 
program, now is reported ready to ask legislation 
to provide hospital care for recipients of social 
security payments. 


This proposal will be received much more sym- 


pathetically. To give temporary aid to old people 
living on their meager social security payments 
is much more defensible than the idea of provid- 
ing medical care for the sll the people, regardless 
of age or need. 


Social security, in theory, provides a com- 


petence for those who have reached the age of 65 
after a) useful productive life. In fact, it falls con- 
siderably short of providing adequate income for 
these older people In health. Sickness and hospital- 
ization would pose financial problems difficult to 
solve. 


The President's plan has a long and probably 


hard way to go. 


Tt deserves the earnest attention of Congress, 


free from preconceived prejudices If our tax- 
burdened nation can afford additional benevol- 
ences, this seems a worthy one.

Combat Dogs Are Trained 
To Find Wounded Soldiers 


LEARNING to take cover with master is extremely important to dog who is 
going to see action. It is taught to remain in position until ordered to move.

AN'S BEST FRIEND—the dog—is again proving his allegiance on the Korean 
battlefield. He is the Casualty Dog, whose task is to locate wounded soldiers 


incapable of summoning help for themselves. 


Thoroughly trained in his job, the Casualty Dog is assigned to an aid man. He is 


directed by his handler's signals to methodically search a designated area for in- 
jured GIs. Finding a victim, the dog takes the most direct route back to his handler, 
who puts a leash on him and follows him back to the casualty. German shepherds 
are used for this work, since they possess an exceptional amount of affection for 
man, a strong desire to please their masters and the .needed stamina, 


When dogs of war are "enlisted" in the Army, they are sent to Fort Rilcy, Kan,, 


where these pictures were made. Once in the service, the canines undergo practic- 
ally the same processing as a private. They get a complete physical examination. 


Basic training begins with the dog's assignment to a specific handler, who looks 


after him and trains him. He is taught the meaning of "heel, sit, down, stay, come 
and crawl." Upon completion of basic training, the dog's intelligence is rated, his 
aptitudes are observed and the type of advance training for which he is best suited 
is determined—sentry, attack, scout, messenger, trail or casualty. 


A WHIFF of the "enemy" alerts the dog, who "freezes" when he scents un- 
friendly troops. He has learned to control his barking, walk quietly and obey. 


CRAWLING alongside his handler, dog keeps close to ground, his head low. 
The Army now has more than 900 dogs on active duty, most of them overseas., 


LOCATING a "litter case," the dog stops for a moment's rest before returning to 
the first aid man. On a leash, the Casualty Dog will lead the medical corpsman

atmospheres.

"We have long known that 


water is scarce on Mars," he said. 
"Unlike the earth, where only a 
minute fraction of the available 
moisture occurs as atmospheric 
vapor, Mars has a very sizable 
fraction of its moisture in the at- 
mosphere. Even so the humidity 
is extremely low—less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent, on the aver- 
age". 


The professor said the polar 


caps of Mars are not great "blocks 
of ice, but mere fields of hoar 
frost, ice crystals like those on a 
window pane or in the freezing 
compartment of an electric re- 
frigerator." 


Their thickness, he said, prob- 


ably is only a fraction of an inch 
and during the long Martian sum- 


mer the frost caps slowly evap- 
orate, without melting. 


About 25 years ago Dr. William 


H. Wright of Lick Observatory 
noted that photographs of Mars, 
taken in blue light, appeared to 
be larger than those .taken in red 
light. 


Dr. Menzel showed that a thin 


layer of dry ice-snow, formed 
some 60 miles above the surface 
of the planet, could account for 
Wright's observations. 


An observer on the surface ot 


Mars would find a deep-blue day- 
light sky. The days are generally 
clear, but in the late afternoon a 
freezing fog may form. The fog, 
consisting of fine ice crystals, is 
usually blue, though spsnetimes 
white, in color.

California at Los Angeles report 
that the mghthawk's natural re- 
frigerator works like this: 


When temperatures rise, the bird 


opens its mouth; unique throat 
muscles fan air over large veins;

evaporated (cooling 'the hawk's 
blood supply. 


Dr. Raymond B. Cowles said na- 


ture apparently worked out this 
system because the night - flying 
bird, which has no sweat glands, 
must sit on eggs under a broiling 
sun. They cover their nests during 
days, he explained, to keep eggs 
fiom being parboiled, not to keep 
them warm.
